her husband was ordered to a Ion el y 
post In Arizona. The young wife gath- 
ered up her belongings and journeyed 
with her husband across the desert in 
an army wagon to the lonely Arizona 
post. There was no railroad in those 
days, and the Great American desert 
was still a region haunted by te.rrorn 
known and unknown. Amid cactus and 
sage growths, shifting sands, blistering 
heat and treacherous savages young 
Mrs. Chaffee passed the next five years 
of her life.

Much, however, depends on what phys- 
ical trainers cull poise—lhat la, the way, 
the body Is held and carried. Mrs. AC. 
Liundon Reed, the Delsartean, herself 
one of the most graceful of women, 
shows In the presence of her pupils 
how a woman may make- herself look 
ten years older or younger without 
moving a step, simply by changing her 
poise. How to get the correct one Mrs. 
Reed explains as follows: 


"Standing erect, chest up, shoulden 


natural, arms hanging relaxed, let the 
weight of the body be transferred slow- f 
ly from the heels to the balls of the 
feet. If the arms are raised to a hori- 
zontal position as the weight is trans- 
ferred from the heels to the balls of 
the feet a further sense of lightness is 
felt, and If one takes a deep breath at 
the same time the sensation Is as if 
one might fly."

maintain in walking or .standing—the 
chest held bravely up, the arms hang- 
ing loosely and naturally by the sides, 
the weight o£ the body upon the front 
part oil the foot.

She IB a lady adapted to shine in so-

Her maide.n name 
was Annie Frances Rockwell, and in 
1875 at Junction City, Kan., she was 
married to Captain Adna Romanza 
Chaffee of the Sixth United States cav- 
alry. A fact not generally known is 
that her father, George Rockwell, was 
captain of the citizens' league which 
drove the Mormons out of Nauvoo and 
Illinois. 


A year after Mrs. Chaffec's marriage 


her husband was ordered to a lonely 
post In Arizona, The young wife gath- 
ered up her belongings and Journeyed 
with her husband across the desert in 
an army wagon to the lonely Arizona 
post. There was no railroad in those 
days, and the Great American desert 
was still a region haunted hy terrors 
known and unknown. Amid cactus and 
sage growths, shifting sands, blistering 
heat and treacherous savages young 
Mrs. Chaffee passed the next five years 
of her life. That was one experience. 


For twenty years there was no 


change except that of moving from 
one army oamp to another In the In- 
dian regions, now north, now east, then 
west—wherever the fighting husband 
was ordered. Meantime that doughty 
fighter was promoted to be major of 
the Ninth cavalry in 1888, then In 1897 
lieutenant colonel, and finally by 1899 
he had been raised to a colonelcy in 
the regular army, though by that time 
he was a brigadier general In the vol- 
unteer army which went to Cuba for 
the Spanish-American war. 


To Cuba went with him Mrs. Chaffee, 


gathering there, as always, experience 
and curios. Mrs. Chaffee, besides her 
admirable domestic and social quali- 
ties, is a curio collector. 
Meantime 


three children had been born to the 
wife who had wandered up and down 
the Union with her husband wherever, 
there were Indians for him to set ini 
order and keep so. Officers' wives who, 
hnve any life and spirit In them testify' 
that this life In camp is not so bad,

remembrance.

So It was with the American officer's 


wife who a generation ago went with 


i her husband out on the Indian fron- 


tier. Arrived at the destination, it does 
not take tho handy orderlies more than 
an hour to .set up the tent house again 
ail ready for occupancy, and there you 
arc! 


After the war In Cuba and after Gen- 


eral Chaffee had recovered from the 
wound he received ..t Santiago the 
Boxer war suddenly blazed out In Chi- 
na, and there Chaff ee was sent. There, 
lor the first time since she had been 
his wife, Mrs. Chaffeo did not accom- 
pany him. Instead she went to a quiet 
Connecticut town with her three chil- 
dren to await results. 
After China the 


Philippines, 1901, and now once more 
his faithful wife packed her kit and 
went with him. Near Yokohama the 
disturbed Pacific caught their vessel 
In n typhoon, which drove a ship's boat 
clean through the side of their deck 
cabin and came near being the end 
then and there of this brave couple. 
They escaped, however, and General 
and Mrs. Chaffee remained In the Phil- 
ippines till the autumn of 190:1, 
Then 


General Chaffee returned to the States 
to t.-.ke command of the department of 
the east at Governors inland, New York, 
preparatory to being landed ot Wush- 
hiRton, the final Mecca of tho hopes of 
army officers when the years retire 
them.

jor General Chaffee becomes chief of 
the military executive staff Jan. 9. He 
has been for *ome time assistant chief.

Landon Reed, the Delsartean, herself 
one of the most graceful of women, 
shows in the presence of her pupils 
how a woman may make herself look 
ten years older or 
mox'lne1 a. 
younger without

poise. How to get the correct one Mrs. 
Reed explains as follows: 


"Standing erect, chest up, shoulders 


natural, arms hanging relaxed, let the 
weight of the body be transferred slow- 
ly from the heels to the halls of the 
feet. If the arms are raised to a hori- 
zontal position as the weight is trans- 
ferred from the heels to the balls of 
the feet a further sense of lightness is 
felt, and If one takes a deep breath at 
the same time the sensation Is as if 
one might fly." 


Well, that is the correct position to 


maintain in walking or standing— the 
chest held bravely up, the arms hang- 
Ing loosely and naturally by the sides, 
the weight of the body upon the front 
part of the foot. Time out of mind the 
front portion of the human foot has 
been called tho "ball," why it is impos- 
sible to say, for It is no more like a ball 
than like a brick. But at any rate on 
the forward portion of her foot the wo- 
man must stand and walk if she would 
feel and give others the impression 
that she feels young and light.

JJence, there were two classes of cor- 


porations doing business In the Common- 
wealth,—domestic and foreign; the one 
taxed upon all Its property inside ami 
outsldo of the State, both tangible nnd 
Intangible; the other only upon Its tan- 
i**le property situated In the State. The 
3;ate thus discriminated against Its own, 
and the result was, that during the bst 
year that the old law was in effect only 
"74 corporations organized In Massachu- 
letts, while C31, organized under foreign 
laws, filed the necessary authority to do 
bn.nlnoss hen;.
